- An incidental reference: to the navy’s 
Plans in regard to the coming Pan- 
ama-Pacific Exposition at San Fran- 
cisco made by the Secretary of the 
Navy this afternoon having been mis- 
construed by. some of the newspaper 
men as an announcement that the At- 
lantic fleet. would be sent to the Pa- 
cific coast and there remain for a 
long period, it is requested. by. the Sec- 
retary that the following statement 
be. published by the press: 

Next Spring it is the intention of the 
navy to-send as great a proportion of 
the Atlantic fleet as can be conven- 
fently spared as an escort of honor to 
visiting: ships of foreign nations at- 
tending ‘the ceremonies incident to the 
opening. of the Panama Canal. The 
fleet ‘Will accompany the visitors 
through the canal to San Francisco, 

“which Will be reached in April; where 
they will take part im the ceremonies 
incident to the Panama-Pacific Expo- 
‘sition. Further than this no definite 
plans have béen made. . 

It is possible that a division of four 
ships will take, advantage of this oc-

Judge Halts Trial When Witness 
Swears Michael A. Rofrano 
- Counseled Perjury. 


RETRACTS “IDENTIFICATION 


Says Deputy Street Cleaning Com- 
missioner Seemed to be a Power 
at Police Headquarters, 


Michael A. Rofrano, who ,was ap- 
pointed ‘Deputy Street Cleaning Com- 
missioner on Thursday; and Rocco Car- 
nivel, -a political friend of Rofrano’s, 
were ordered yesterday by Judge Waead- 
hams to appear before him on Monday 
as witnesses in the case of John and 
Albert Giamari and Micaael Geno, who 
are on trial for murder in the first de- 
gree for the killing of ‘Vincent ‘Cardello 
on. Dec: 17. 

The names of Rofrano and Carnivel 
were brought into the case by Joseph 
Baldo, a- witness, whom Judge Wad- 
hams committed to the Tombs for per- 
jury, following his admission that his 
testimony before the Grand Jury and 
at Police Headquarters, in which he 
identified one of the defendants as Car- 
dello’s assassin, was false. Baldo, in an 
affidavit made to Robert M, Moore, de- 
fendants’ counsel, which was read: into 
the record of the trial yesterday, ,said 
that Carnivel had induced him to make 
the identification. 

Baldo was a friend of Cardello and 


i was with him on Dec. 17, when three 


men attacked Cardello in Monroe Street 
and one of them‘shot him down. A few 
hours before Michael Giamari, a brother 
of the two men, whom Baldo later 
picked out as the assailants, had been 
stabbed at Oak and Catharine Streets. 
Baldo swears that after the shooting 
he ran to Madison Street, boarded a car, 
and went home. Several days later he 
was taken to Police Headquarters and 
gave testimony there and before the 
Grand Jury on which Geno and the 
Giamaris were held as the murderers. 

In the affidavit repudiating his for- 
mer. testimony Baldo says: 

“T was absolutely unable to recog- 
nize any of the three men or to de- 
scribe them and would not know any 
of them if I should see them. [I had 
never, to my knowledge, seen any of 
them before or since the shooting. 

“Tn the latter part of January Rocco 
Carnivel and two other men came to 
me and as nearly as I can recollect 
they started describing certain in li- 
viduals to me and wanted me to say 
that those were the persons who did the 
shooting. 

“They described ome man as being 
rather tall and another one short, and 
another of medium height. As they de- 
seribed the parties to me they named 
the persons they were attempting to 
describe, but I have no recollection of 
the names they gave me. When I told 
them ‘that I could not recognize the de- 
scriptions and did not know the men, 
they told me that I must say it was the 
men they had named, or else that I, 
Rocks Carnivel, and Fenimore would 
be aceused of the murder. They kept 
pleading with me to save them and my- 
self and threatening me with arrest for 
the murder, and said we would all be 
ruined. : 

“ About a month after this, as nearly 
as I can recoltect, Officers Mitchelli-and 
Carreo appeared at my home in Coney 
Island and told me that I was wanted 
at Police Headquarters, * * * The de- 
tectives brought me into a room at 
headquarters where there were several

Judge Wadhams, when the affidavi 
had been read, ordered subpoenas issu 
for Rofrano and’ Carnivel. Assistant 
District Attorney Brothers ,announced 
that the people’s case was all in, but 
Judge Wadhams adjourned the trial 
until Monday in the interest of justice. 

Rofrane, who is a lawyer, was for- 
merly- Superintendent in the Tenement 
House Department. Two years ago 
Rofrano and Eugene Driscoll broke 
away from the leadership of Thomas 
F. Foley, leader of the Second Assembly 
District. The seceders formed the 
Home Rule Democratic Club. Carnivel 
is a Rofrano man and the Giamaris are 
Foley men.

FIND VICTIM'S EYEGLASSES 


Picked Up in Widow’s Apartment 
with Lenses Unbroken, but Blood- 
stained—She Leaves Sanitarium.

STAMFORD, Conn:, Juné 26.—All of 
the theories that have been advanced 
to explain the death of Waldo R. Ballou, 
who was found dying from a fractured 
skull Tuesday night in front of the 
apartment of Mrs. Helen M, Angle, 
may be exploded tomorrow when Chief 
of Police Brennan has completed an in- 
vestigation based on a report that an- 
othen man than Mr. Ballou was in Mrs. 
Angle’s apartment on Tuesday night. 

Chief Brennan said he knew that a 
second Man was in the apartment, but 
that he did not know whether he was 
there before, after, or at the time Mr. 
Ballou was injured. The Chief said he 
knew the man personally; that he was 
a Stamford citizen, a friend of both Mr. 
Ballou and Mrs. Angle, and that he was 
in the crowd that gathered in front of 
the gt pm Building after Mr. Bal- 
lou’s body was found. But so far there 
is not the slightest evidence, Chief Bren- 
nan said, casting any suspicion on this 
man. For this reason the Chief re- 
fused to ve the man’s name. Mrs. 
Angle flat af - outed tonight that she had 
entertained any other caller than Mr. 
Ballou on Tuesday night. 

Homer M. Cummings, Prosecutor- 
elect of Fairfield County and also Vice 
Chairman of the Democratic National 
Committee, arrived here today and took 
up the investigation with Chief Brennan 
and Town Prosecutor Phillips. . Their 
chief object was to determine whether 
Mr. Ballou could have fractured his 
skull. in a fall, and although none of 
them. would give his conclusions to- 
night, evidence which turned up today 
went far toward weakening that theory. 


Find Ballouw’s Eyeglasses. 


One of the things that tended most 
strongly to prove that Mr. Ballou did 
not fall was the discovery of his eye- 
glasses in a box in Mrs. Angle’s bath- 
room. These were rimless spectacles, 
and although the lenses were smeared 


with blood; they were not broken. It 
has been established that if Mr. Ballou 
fell at all he fell face forward on his 
forehead. Such a fall certainly would 
have broken his eyeglasses. The glasses 
were identified by several persons who 
had seen Mr. Ballou wearing: them. 
Dr. Bruce 8S. Weaver, the specialist who 
was called into the case, took the flat- 
iron which was found in Mrs. Angle's 
room and will make a chemical exam- 
ination of the red stains on it. These 
stains, he said, ppaeete’ to be dried 
blood, but he said he would not be able 
to fully determine this point until next 
Monday. The police look upon the re- 
sult of Dr. Weaver’s examination of the 
iron as of great importance. Dr. Wea- 
ver also took away for examination all 
of the clothing and the rug found in 
Mrs. Angle’s apartment. . 
In his search of Mrs. Angle’s rooms 
today Chief Brennan found several let- 
ters addressed to Mrs. Angle, and signed 
**Charlie’’ and “‘C.” All the letters 
were typewritten, even their signatures.

CLEANING UP 1907. 

The Claflin failure is an episode. be- 
longing to the past rather than to the 
present or to.the future. Its troubles 
are not of the current time, but were 
the product of a system which will 
pass with the establishment of the 
new banking system. It is a sequel 
of the time and the system when 
credit was made to take the place of 
currency. Currency was not to be 
had at times and-in quantities to 
meet the demand.under the system 
limiting the country’s cash to the 
volume of bonds pledged. Neither 
was credit regulated by a highly or- 
ganized system in the times when the 
Claflin obligations were undertaken. 
The “concern secured credit from 
thousands of banks, none. of which 
knew of the total obligations of the 
firm. They secured it upon paper 
such as» the new. Federal system 
would not accept. To a large extent 
their accommodations .were obtained 
by> indorsement of paper which was 
really their own, although the names 
upon it were different.,

When it oc- 
curs it will be liquidated in an order- 
ly manner; and will not ‘be complicat- 
ed by dealings with thousands of scat-. 
tered banks, none of which dares to 
be as generous as a centralized insti- 
tution able to control the processes 
which it supervises throughout the 
entire country. 








SALEM’S CALAMITY. 

It is a pity that CoTTON MaTurEr is 
in his grave. Perhaps his ghost stole 
out the other afternoon and looked on 
triumphantly while fire brought the 
old Witches’ House at Salem to a few 
charred timbers and a heap of ashes. 
“TI and Providence—we were right 
about the witches all the time,” the 
ghost, if ghost there was, must have 
soliloquized. “ After two centuries and 
“more, Providence backs me up and 
“sends a token to these modern scof- 
“fers. But plainly it is a sign,” this 
with a glance toward Gallows Hill. 
“We should have followed our better 
impulses and burned, not hung, them.” 

Trust the Puritan to find the fly in 
the amber! Any normal ghost would 
have taken its enjoyment unquestion- 
ingly, without regretting the paltry 
concession to sentiment and finer 
sensibilities of two centuries since. 
But it is to be hoped that the ghost 
crept away from the scene of the Al- 
mighty’s displeasure unseeing *and un- 
hearing, content now to return to its 
silent grave. We would not have had 
its enjoyment further marred. For 
had it met a disturbing thing or two, a 
car or a wagon that went rolling 
through the streets of Salem, with 
neither. beast to draw nor hand of 
man to propel, or had.it looked up and 
beheld a human being riding through 
the air—on a somewhat glorified 
broomstick, it must be admitted—what 
might that ghost not have decided? 

But more than the so-called Witches’ 
House, and a few of the other remind- 
ers of Puritanism, were burned in Sa- 
lem’s fire, a calamity of a sort which 
might well afflict any one of a dozen 
or more New England towns of the 
same size at any time:.-We know how 
to. build in this country, but we are 
not putting our knowledge very rapid- 
ly into practice. In the Salem of today, 
or that of the day before yesterday, 
the ancient, so far as we Americans 
can be ancient, and the most modern 
are combined. Salem has become a 
great manufacturing centre.- Its loss 
is heavy, but it will be helped to bear 
it, and the afflicted Salemites will feel 
no lack of sympathy. They may con- 
sole themselves, too, with the refléc- 
tion that the fire will turn out to be a 
good thing for the city, as the new 
Salem which will rise from the ashes 
of the old will be better to look upon 
and safer to dwell in. 








JAPAN’S GRIEVANCE. 

In the correspondence published 
yesterday between Secretary Bryan 
and the Japanese Government: it is 
unfortunately as plain as day that 
the one thing which cannot be offi- 
cially recognized as important is the 
one thing of real importance. It is 
the race question. Japan argues that 
her treaty rights have been disregard- 
ed in the California legislation. Mr. 
Bryan denies it and says that the 
question is one for judicial decision. 
Japan waves the suggestion aside. The 
question involved is, on the face of it, 
a question whether a law prohibiting 
unnaturalized aliens from owning real 
property or transmitting the owner- 
ship of that which they now possess 
is or is not in violation of treaty 
rights. That seems a question on 
which an agreement might easily 
enough be reached;* but under the 
apparent subject of controversy lies 
the one to which Ambassador CHINDA 
alludes in his remark that “ the racial 
distinctions inferable” from the law 
prohibiting the naturalization of the 
Japanese “is hurtful to their just na- 
tional susceptibilities.” -He ‘expressly 
disclaims any intention to protest 
against that’ law, but on its existence 
the whole debgte rests. There is rio 
arguing about race prejudice. Mr. 
BRYAN. seeks to dispose of it by. deny- 
ing its presence and attributing the 
California legislation to. ‘economic 
causes, but Japan utterly refuses’ to 
accept the explanation and points out 
that the laws were enacted when Jap-. 
anese immigration into the United 
States was decreasing, not increasing: 

At the same time, it must be noted

ROOSEVELT AGAINST FUSION. 

There is reason to suppose that Col. 
ROOSEVELT would have preferred fusion 
if he could have got. it on his own 
terms, but he is not only the leader 
of the Progressives in New York; he 
is also their leader in the nation, and 
has to consider the effect of his acts 
in other States as-well as here. State 
Chairman WaLTER F. Brown of Ohio 
and JoHN M. ParKeER, the Louisiana 
State Jeader, participated in the con- 
ferences which led to his declaration 
of yesterday of objections to Mr. 
WHITMAN, which, whether well. found- 
ed or not, would apply to any Repub- 


lican not actually opposed by the State 


organization. In Ohio the Progress- 
ives have already committed them- 
selves against fusion, despite the ef- 
forts of leaders in their party, and 
JAMES. _R. GARFIELD, one of Col. Roosr- 
VELT’s close personal friends, is run- 
ning for Governor. In Louisiana the 
Progressives are expected to poll a 
large vote and to elect at least one 
Congressman, perhaps more. In In- 
diana BEVERIDGE is their candidate for 
Senator. The Colonel must have. been 
told that fusion with Republicans in 
this State would be throwing Gar- 
FIELD and BEVERIDGE to the- wolves, 
after they had burned their bridges 
behind them and sacrificed everything 
for him and his party. 

His declaration means the nomina- 
tion of a straight Progressive ticket. 
The only chance for fusion now would 
be for some Republican candidate to 
open war on BARNES and then run in 
the Progressive primary as well as in 
the Republican one. That seems ex- 
tremely tinlikely, and his success’ even 
more so. Last year the Progressives 
cast 195,000 votes for the lowest can- 
didate on their ticket for Judge of the 
Court of Appeals. There is nothing 
to indicate yet whether they have lost 
any of that vote or still hold it. If 
they hold it, a Republican nomination 
for Governor will not be likely to cén- 
fer much joy on its possessor. How- 
ever, if the Republicans are anxious 
to beat the Democrats, they might 
accept the Progressive candidate.

We have fought side by side with Dr. 
Hornapa¥ in many a battle for animals 
and birds, and expect to fight there in 
many another. We have on innumerable 
occasions recognized his authority as a 
zoologist, and as often we have eagerly 
sought and gratefully used his informa- 
tion and advice on matters connected 
with the domain which he has so well 
explored. And now, because we have 
and express an opinion of our own as to 
the chaining of Gunda, he. thinks our 
friendliness and respect all gone, he 
charges us with attacking the institution 
of which he is so justly proud, and he 
declares : that we are thirsty for the 
blood of his big prisoner and are com- 
pelling him to shed’ it! 

Dr. Hornapay has strangely mistaken 
our emotions, our desires, and our pur- 
poses. THE Trmes has not become his 
enemy or that of the Bronx Zoological 
Park. We have never even hinted that 
Gunda should be killed, except as ac- 
tion preferable to keeping the creature 
where and as he now stands, and our 
every contention has been based on the 
belief that in a different and less rigor- 
ous confinement Gunda would be a spec- 
tacle less shocking to sensitive observers 
and the public and his keepers be as 
well protected. 

Dr. Hornapay insists that Gunda is at 
present as happy and comfortable as a 
*““mean elephant ’’ deserves or needs to 
be. We can at least deny with confi- 
dence that Gunda’ is ‘‘ mean’’ in any 
sense implying responsibility and justify- 
ing punishment. 

When Dr. HorNnaDay says that a sunk- 
en inclosure won’t do for an elephant, 
we promptly yield to his superior knowl- 
edge and abandon that suggestion. But 
he has not yet convinced us that Gunda 
must either stay where he is or be 
slaughtered. Then the doctor asserts 
that he takes his stand on a universal 
negative, and universal negatives,- logi- 
cians all agree, cannot be proved. 

Against Dr. HorNaDAy’s severity to 
ourselves we do not protest, as we could 
“answer back ’’ if we chose, but is he 
not unnecessarily. unkind toward. our 
correspondents, and especially toward 
the gentle poet who put Gunda’s prayer 
in numbers so grave and sweet?

In our most extravagant moments, 
however, we never dreamed that one of 
the leading newspapers of New York 
City .would promote an attack on the 
Zoological Park, keep it up day after 
day, and print such letters as those of 
the remarkabie Charles J. George. It 
is rather odd—and a pity, too—that it 
should have been THR ‘Times that 
started the movement that now seems 
very likely to lead to the shooting of 
Gunda at an early date, in response to 
the clamor of poets and editors and 
others who are so tender-hearted that 
they cannot bear to have him live any 
longer!

Won't it be a spectacle for gods and]. 


men when Gunda, munthing hay in the 
most comfortable animal room in the 
whole Zoological Park, hears the roar 
of the elephant rifle that sends a steel 
bullet crashing through his skull and 
brain in the name of The Merciful, The 
Compassionate? When it is done, I shail 
insist that those who are now attack- 
ing my management of Gunda shall be 
compelled to come to the death cham- 
ber, and see it done. As for myself, 
I will ask to be excused. 

I think that Gunda’s days are num- 
bered; and when he is finally shot to 
death we will erect a tablet to his 
memory bearing this inscription: ‘“‘Shot 
to death in response to the demands of 
tender-hearted friends who wanted him 
to be free to turn completely around in 
his room.” . 

I am not going to enter into any de- 
fense of the management of Gunda. If 
the people of New York are not satisfied 
with my thirty-seven years of study of 
the minds of the elephants, (my first 
article on that subject was published 
thirty-two years ago,) based on actual 
contact with elephants both wild and 
tame; my fifteen years of practical 
management of a collection of _ele- 
phants, and the successful training of 
several elephant keepers, then - the 
Georges and the “‘ Taxpayer,’ and THE 
NEw YORK TIMES may have Gunda’s 
blood—if the Zoological Society chooses 
to have him killed before it is really 
necessary.

‘‘ I’m told we shall get*more for that 
land than we paid for it,’ said the 
Mayor. 

Mr. McGuire denied this, but Mr. Mc- 
Aneny said he expected to make at least 
15 per cent. profit. It wa absurd to 
suppose that land on the edge of such a 
great improvement as the Court House 
would not increase in value, he said. 
Then, taking up the question of the 
foundation for the Court House, he read 
an extract from a letter of Guy Lowell, 
the architect.

BETTING: GOES ON AT 
AQUEDUCT TRACK 


But Only Two Layers Are Found 
Showing Odds and They 
Are Banished. 


Favorites won the first four races at 
the Aqueduct race track yesterday af- 
ternoon, and no one who had a desire 
to back the runners had much trouble 
in finding a layer who .would wager 


the current odds against the horse of

Cited—Corporation Counsel’s 
Opinion Awaited. 


The Interborough Rapid Transit Com- 
Pany has again sought to impress:upon 
the Board: of Estimate its view of the 
danger that ‘will be incurred by award- 
ing the contract: for constructing the 
link between the old and new subways’ 
at Times. Square to the Holbrook, 
Cabot &. Rollins Corporation. It. de- 
mands that if the action of the Public 
Service Commission is confirmed and 
the job is given to the Holbrook Cor- 

poration, the terms of the bond the 
contractor must give shall make. it’ 
clear that he,must take all liability 
for accidents to trains. 

These views are expressed in .a letter 
that J. L. Quackenbush, counsel for the 
Interborough, has written to Chairman 
McCall, copies of which were sent 


yesterday to every member of the’ Board 
of Estimate. 


Negotiations have been proceeding. be- 
tween the Interborough and the Rollins 
Corporation, with Leroy T. Harkness, 
assistant counsel of the commission, as 
mediator, as to the exact térms of the 
bond, and Mr. Quackenbush in his com- 
munication said that an agreement has 


been reached upon two minor points of 
difference. 


About the liability for accident the 
Interborough says that in its opinion 
there is risk of a “‘ derailment or simliar 
operating catastrophe,” while the work 
is in progress, and it holds that full 
liability for damages be explicitly as- 
sumed by the contractor and his sure- 
ties, not only in justice to the Inter- 
kLorough but also to the city. 

In his letter Mr. Quackenbush points 
out that the contract says the contractor 
must be responsible for the support, 
maintenance, and safety of the present 
subway and for the protection of pas- 
Sengers and other persons and assumes 
liability for all injuries during the prog- 
ress of the work, “ whether dtie to the 
negligence, fault, or default of the con- 
tractor .or otherwise.’’ He must also 
hold the. Interborough harmless, and 
this indemnity: is absolute and does not 
depend on any question of negligence on 
the part. of the, contractor or his em- 
ployes. 


Then Mr. Quackenbush considers the 
kind of accidents that may occur and 


their consequences to the Interborough 
and the city. He says: = 


You can readily see that if the conten- 
tion urged by the contractor and the 
sureties, that they are relieved from lia- 
bility in any accident in which the Inter- 
berough Company is also involved, is ac- 
quiesced in, the Interborough Company 
and the city will have absolutely no pro- 
tection. It is. impossible to imagine an 
accident during the construction work under 
the contract resulting in a derailment -or 
similar operating catastrophe which would 
not involve, so far as the passengers are 
concerned, liability’ on the part of the 
Interborough. 

we assume, for example, that during 
the construction work the employes of the 
contractor negligently permit a girder to 
fall in front of an approaching train, re- 
sulting in derailment, it is absolutely cer- 
tain that any claims brought by injured 
persons would be against the railroad com- 
pany as well as ie ry the contractor, and 
that the railroad, as practically an insurer
